Angelica being returned to India (fee General View 
of Boyaroo's ftory) and lamenting the hopelefs paffipa 
which (he had conceived for Rinaldo, commanded hit- 
lagigi, whom (be had kept in confinement, to be broogfit 
before her, and offered to reftore him to liberty, pro« 
vided he would find means to bring Rinaldo to her, but 
plight his word, if he tailed in the attempt to return 
again to his prifon. Malagigi accepted the terms, and 
departed for France : where, on his arrival, he ufed every 
argument to perfuade Rinaldo to give a favourable return to 
Angelica’s paffion ; but Rinaldo, who had drank of the wa- 
ters of hatred, xwas deaf to hie entreaties. Malagigi, exaf-

Ver. 1. Tlnuigvrair^--^ Farrhafiusy—-'\ Timagoras was a 
painter of Chalcedon, and in painting excelled all the ar- 
tiAs of his age, who in vain endeavoured to contend with him. 

Parrhafiui was born at Ephefus, the fon and difciple 
of Evenor, and contemporary with Zeuxis. He fpoke coo- 
temptuoufly of all others, and ftiled himfelf the prince of 
painting. 

Ver. a. — Af^lUdmrut — ] This painter is mentioned 
by Pliny, who relates, that he was the great improver of the 
art of painting, which after him 2^uxis brought to fuch 
perfeAion. 

Ver. 3. Pntignies, Tinumtbu — ] Protogenes was a na- 
tive of Caunus, a city fubje^ to the Rhodians, and was con- 
temporary 
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Zeuxis and Polygnotus : all the train 5 

That flourifli’d once, in mcm’ry lhall remain. 
Though Cbtho long has mix’d them with the dead. 
And time on every work oblivion fpread : 

temporary with Apelles. His famous work was the piAure 
of Jalefus, which faved the city of Rhodes when befieged 
by Demetrius j for not being able to attack it but on that fide 
ithere Protogenes worked, he chofe rather to abandon his de- 
iign than deftroy fo fine a pidure. It is faid that the king 
fending for him, aiked him '* with what afiiirance he could 
work in the fuburbs of a city that was befieged >his an- 
fwer was, “ That he underftood the war he had nndertaken 
was againft the Rhodians, and not againft the arts.” 

Timanthes lived in the reign of Philip of Macedon ; the 
place of his birth is not known, but he was one of the mod 
learned and judicious painters of his age. He drew the fa- 
mous pi^ure of the facrifice of Tphigenia, where, unable to 
exprefs the forrows of 4 father on fuch an occafion, he con- 
cealed the face of Agamemon with a veil. 

Ver. 4. Apelles, the firft in fame of all the 

ancient painters, vras bom in the ifland of Coos, in the Ar- 
chipelago. He was much beloved by Alexsoder the Gveat, 
who employed him to draw the portrait of a favourite mif- 
trefs named Campafpe, when finding that the painter was 
deeply enamoured of her beauty, he generoufly refigned her to 
him. His mod celebrated pidlure was a Venus nfmgiron the 
waves, on which the following lines were writtm by Ovki> 
Si Venerem Coos nunquam pinxifiet Apelles, 

Merfa fub aequoreis ilia latcrct aquis.

Ver. 5. Zeuxis and Polygnetus Zeuxis was a native 
of Heraclea in Macedonia, and lived 400 years before the 
birth of Chrift, being contemporary with Timanthes and 
Parrhairus. He painted the famous pifture of Helen^ for 
which he is faid to have feledted the iineft parts from five tf 
die moft beautiful virgins fent to him for that purpofe. An 
incredible ftory is related of his death, that having drawn the 
piAure of an old woman with exquifite humouTt he MJ 
into fuch a fit of laughter at the contemplation of his own 
work that he expired. 

Polygnotus was a painter of Athens after Zeuxis. He 
was the firft who revived the dignity of painting in Greece* 
which had fallen into difrepute. 

Ver. 13. — Leonardo! Gian' BelHne^l Leonardo da Vinci 
was of a noble family in Tufeany, and a man of uUtver' 
fal knowledge. He painted at Florence, Rome, and Milan* 
He drew a pidure of the laft Supper, but did not finiih the 
bead of Chrift, becaufe he could not find an image anftver- 
able to his idea before he was obliged to leave Milan. He 
did the fame by Judas i but the prior of the convent heing 
hnpacient to fee the piece finiihed, prefled him fo cameftly, 
ind probably indecently, that he drew the head of the im* 
portunate friar upon the flioiilderB of Judas. He was gteady 
efteemed by Francis I. and died in the arms of that mo* 
narch, who came to vifit him in his laft ficknefs. 

Giovanni Bellino laid the foundation of the Venetian 
fchool by the ufe of oil : he died in the year zyu, aged 
ninety )ears.

The elder growing old had a penfton for his fubflllcnccf 
amd his younger brother, whofe name was Baptifta, furvi- 
ving him, painted many excellent pieces after the death of 
his brother. 

ManUgfUL was born in a village ncai Padua, and in bis 
youth kept iheep, but his genius difcovering itfelf very 
early, he was put to a painter, who adopted him for his fon. 
He painted for the duke of Mantua, and executed that fine 
piece of the triumphs of Julius Caefar, in nine parts, in the 
royal palace of Hampton Court. He died at Mantua in the 
year 1517, aged 66. 

Ver. 15. — An Angela Michael Angelo Buo- 

narotti was born in the year 1474 at Arezzo in T ufcany. 
This feems rather a play upon his name of Angelo (Angel.) 
He was not only a great painter but an excellent architeA 
and ftatuary, particularly the l^ter.. He painted his great 
piAuie of the laft Judgment, at the command of Pope 
Paul III. He was beloved by all the fovereign princes of 
his time, and died at Rome in the year 1564, at 90 years old. 

Ver. 1 7. BafiinnOf Titian^ Raphael^'] Baftiano del Piombo 
took his name from an office given him by Pope Clement 
in the lead mines. He was born at Venice, and firft ftudied
